OLD SCHOOL 
RECORDS PROVE 
INTERESTING 


G. K. Volz Finds Early 
Sc Ii o o I Officials Had 
Ow n Troubles. 


The village of Arlington Heights 
can boast of the oldest elementary 
graded school building in present 
service of any town northwest of 
Chicago. W hether that is a thing 
to be proud of depends upon the 
attitude of the individual, but the 
early records of the present school 
district 25, then known as school 
district No. IO, are interesting read­ 
ing. Geo. K. Volz, school treasurer 
of Wheeling township has unearth­ 
ed a lot of old records, which he is 
classifying anti is hoping to return 
to individual school districts a few 
mementoes of their earlier days. 
It seems that each succeeding 
treasurer has been passing on to his 
successor a box or two of old pa­ 
pers. Mr. Volz secured consent of 
the 
county 
superintendent 
of 
schools to clean house and he is do­ 
ing it. Many of the papers are of 
no value, except from a historic 
standpoint. A reporter of the Her­ 
ald had the privilege of glancing 
through some of the 
papers and 
here are some of the things that he 
found. 
The earliest paper found was a 
mortgage dated 1854 for $200 for 
which the borrower pledged 40 
acres of land as security. The in­ 
terest rate was IO per cent. These 
mortgages were frequent and there 
were many of them down through 
the years. There were no banks in 
those days, and the township school 
trustees were evidently the source 
of loans for many of the earlier 
settlers. 
There v\as no record in the pa­ 
pers examined of the organization 
of the school districts, but from 
cancelled bonds and notes it is evi­ 
dent that all of the school districts 
erected school buildings between 
the years 1807 and 1870. What was 
then known as school 
district 6 
(now number 23) erected a school 
in 1867. The present building used 
by Arlington Heights was erected 
in I860. The school directors were 
J. E. Kcnnicott, H. Russell and E. 
A. Allen. Evidently Mr. Kennicott 
was a monied man and he loaned 
ever a1 thousand dollars to the 
school district to pay for the build­ 
ing. These bonds, which were in 
long hand and written upon com­ 
mon ruled palier were dated Sept. 
IO, 1x70 and the total of the issue 
about $6,000. 
The original school in district I, 
now village of Wheeling was erect­ 
ed about 1871. The directors were 
J. G. Schneider, Jacob Husinger and 
Louis Fisher, Jr.

Early Politicians Had 
Vest Pocket Control 


Among the recent papers dis­ 
covered among township papers by 
G. K. Volz, Wheeling township 
treasurer, was an official ballot of 
April, 1909—the day of the so­ 
called “vest pocket’’ elections. The 
ballot is reproduced below. It was 
before the days of the Australian 
ballot system. The official ballots 
were indiscrim inating^ p a s s e d 
around the same as specimen bal­ 
lots are today. As the voter cast 
his ballot, the election judge gave 
it a number upon its 
back, said 
number agreeing with the poll book, 
which enabled an election official to 
check for whom each voter cast his 
ballot.

1936 Convention 


SECOND ARTICLE 
THURSDAY SESSION 
“Every child has the inalienable 
right of a rich contribution from 
his father and no one else can take 
the father’s place,” said the Rev­ 
erend John Ii. Hubbard, of Saint 
Mary’s Episcopal Church of Park 
Ridge to the gathering of about 3,- 
000 men and women at the Thurs­ 
day evening session of the annual 
convention of the Illinois Congress 
of Parents and Teacheis. “ Father, 
the Interpreter” was the subject of 
the address in which he emphasiz­ 
ed that the home exerts the largest 
influence in the life of the child. He 
pointed 
out 
that 
the churches, 
schools, and go\em inent will help 
in the influencing of children but 
that none of 
these agencies will 
raise the children. I he father and 
mother will in 
the final analysis 
have to do it. He said that the hu­ 
man mind is 
the most marvelous 
thing in the world and that how 
the child’s mind works will deter­ 
mine his future.

And as he was 
lying there in his bed, even though 
he had lost the race, there w’as on 
his face, that smile of satisfaction— | 
that he had been in that race and j 
had accomplished everything that; 
could be expected of him—that he 
had fought to the finish. 
My record shows that in the past] 
sixteen races I have finished first! 
in nine and second in three, includ-1 
ing one national championship and 
two district titles. Even though I j 
tailed to place with the leaders in j 
the Boston grind, which was run * 
over a hilly course from Hopking- j 
ton to Boston, I’ll be on the s ta rt-j 
ing line ready to try again in th? 
second and final Olympic marathon ; 
trial at Washington, D. 
C. next 
month. 
I am very greatly thankful to the j 
members of the Lions club for hav­ 
ing had such confidence in me, and 
for making it possible for me to 
compete in the first Olympic trials 
at Boston.
